BATTLE OF SADOWA. 


The following is an extract from an in- 
teresting account of the battle, 


(Fr (Wim. If, Tussell) of the 
Austrian army.) 


HonenMaurit, July 4, 

Between 11:80 and 12 o'clock the Austri- 
ans were to ull intents sucesssful on its 
flanks, although the fury of the cannonade 
and the incessant rattle of musketry all 
along the front, from the front of Nechauitz 
to the plateau between Klum, attested the 
severity of the straggle and the obstinate 
resistance of the Prussians. Probbis, an 
other petty village, was now in flames: 
three villages burning at once, farm-houses 
adding their contingents to the tire and 
smoke, caissons blowing up, sbells bursting, 
and the slopes and hill-tops coyered with 
grey and blue specks, each 4 man in agony 
or in death. Ayain the cayalry moyed on- 
wards, This time ove division in three 
crowned the mdge and formed near 
the front line under the church, on the left 
of Klum, in the centre and left of the posi- 
tion, and here they waited once more. But 
now on the right the action awoke again, 
and to our sarprise a very heavy fire of mus. 
ketry, comparatively close at band, came 
from the direction of Smirlintz; the Aus- 
trinns on the crest of the ridge moved un- 
easily, white mauy more stragglers than 
one cared to see pressed down towards the 
railroad, Whatever the cause of the agita- 
tion, the Prussians on the centre and left 
pressed their attack with renewed vigor, 
and the contest which ensued was of ex 
ceeding fleroeness; but still the enemy did 
not prevail—the Austrians not only held 
their ground, but repulsed the enemy, ud- 
vanced against them, took their ground and 
took prisoners, From the left of Kiam to 
the Prayue road, and beyond it, all was fire 
and smoke, 

TERRIBLE ARTILLERY PRE. 

Ths tumult of voices was dreadful, and 
sucli as is never to be leard save in some 
such awful agony of battle. The Austrians 
again advanced n'little near the big tree, 
and two batteries of reserve artillery could 
be seen driving fust to the left to strength- 
en the attack. But the Prussian reserves 
were once more called upon, and from 1 
80 till nearly 1 o'clock there was an artil- 
lery fire from centre to left tor six miles or 
more, which could not well have been ex- 
ceeded in any action of which history makes 
mention. ‘That ammunition was becoming 
needed in the advanced position, was 
evident from the motions of the trains 
of supply and reserve, and we watcli- 
ed the cavalry with intense interest, as 
it seemed to be time Yor them to make 
an impression, The Prussians were waver- 
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rs ick Charles sen 
Fifth and Sixth divisions forward, 
luid down their helmets and knapsacks on 


the ground, and advanced to theriyer. The 
King was now near to Bistritz, and the 
troops cheered him loudly as they went in- | 
to battle, They went over the Sowada 
bridge, disappeared into the wood, and 
#000 the increased. noise told they had be- 
gun to fight; but the Austrians sent salvo 
after salvo among them, and. they did not 
push the battle forward more than a few 
hundred yards, for they fall back them- 
selves, and they could not reach the enemy, 

t only dil the fragments of the shella 
fly among them, scattering death and! aw- 
fal gashes among theirytanks, but the por-

THE PRUSSLANS/ DRIVEN, 
_ Herwarth, too, seemed checked upon the 
right. The smoke of his musketry.and ar- 
illery, which had: been steadily forward 
stood atill for time, Franksy’s men, cut

back towards Bistritz. The. First Army 
was certainly checked in its advance, if not 
actually being pushed back. 
LOOKING OUT YOR THE ChOWN: PRIXCE. 
Then the Prnssian commanders began to 
look anxiously to the left’for the Crown 
Prince. Some Alistriati guns near Lipps 
were seen to be firing against tiie advanced 
guard of the Second Army, but at So'clock 
there were no signs of Panaiae columus 
advancing against Lippy. The generals 
became manifestly uocnay, aud they drew 
the infantry outof the battle; cavalry was 
also formed up, so ‘that it would be aynila- 
ple either for the pursuit of the Austrians, 
or for retarding their parsnit; and General 
yon Rhetz himself went off to look for the 
Second Army:

HORRIBLE SCENE 

While the centre advanced slowly hut 
surely, a space seemed to be lett bebind the 
ground they had occupied and the left of 
the Austrians, who were continually retir 
ing there. The liouses burning fiero ‘ly i 
Klum emitted yolumes of smoke which 
were awept away to the right, Another 
village, lying appurently to the left of the 
Prague road, numed Gros Biaritz, as well 
as could cutch the name, was now in 
flames.

band is a kind, considerate man, who has 
bebo taught to assist his mother in his boy- 
hood, he makes her work lighter, by carry- 
in wood and water, and nursing the baby 
while in the house, and by doing number- 
less Jittle things which may be tnfling in 
flemselves, but which are of great impor- 
tance in the aggregate; but too many men 
leave their wives to craw water, and if the 
wood gets cut half the time, she thinks her- 
self fortunate; and for the baby, why he 
thinks its woman's place to be nurse, and 
so it frets and cries, and mother must work 
with it (on her arm, while he reada the pa- 
per to the hired man, 

Well, the farm increases in value and fer- 
tility, and his lubour in producing for his 
funiily becomes lighter, as he is able to hire 
more work done; but it is an old thing 
both for himself and wife, for her to do all 
the house work with what little help the 
elder children, if they are girla,can give her, 
if they are boys, they can’t think ot making 
them work in the house, it is not customary, 
and 80 she toils in the same old fashion. 

And when tlie comfortable new house is 
built and furnished, and her older children 
are getting to be a real help to her the pale 
weal mother lies down to die. Truly her 
sun goes down at noon day. She bas saved 
by -censless toil, hundreds of dollars for her 
husband; end be bas lost the companion 
of his youth, the one who has walked be- 
side him along life’s most thorny paths.— 
Andfriends say it isa mysterious Proyi- 
dence! Just as if God had ordained that 
the mother shonld be'twken from her chil- 
dren, just when they are most exposed to 
temptation und danger! Instead of laying 
it on Providence Tet us look at the days 
spentin toil, when the weak exhausted 
frame was puffering from disease, induced 
perhaps from, continued over exertion, to 
the hours etolen from needed slumber, and 
devoted to labour sito the number of house- 
hold daties performed with a fretful infant 
upon ‘her arm; t ‘the immense time spent 
in cooking over a hot fire, and the many 
sleepless nights gpent in anxious weary- 
some Watching oyer sick children, YView- 
ed in this light is itso very mysterious that 
so many women die just when they should 
be enjoying life with the keenest reljsh ?

Hesaid he knew of no exigency that requir. 
ed a change in the neutrality laws, On the 
contrary, circumstances existed which inclin 
ed him to believe that caution was more than 
yor necessary in making such a change 
Ho could casily see how the enactinent of 
such « law os thinmlght encourage individu 
als to onterprise at. war with the spirit: and 
the real interest and honor of the nation.

Separate Schools Again, 


Another of the old-fashioned debates 
have taken place in the House of Agsem- 
bly upon the question of Separate Schools, 
which resulted in the withdrawal of the 
Bills betore the House, and the resignation

At the time of the adoption of the Quer 
bec soheme of Confederation, provisions 
were made that the school aystem in Upper 
and Lower Canada should remain as they 
were when confederation should take pla 
that the local legislatures should not have 
power to interfere in the school lawa of 
either province. ‘This provision was con- 
sidered necessary for the protection of the 
Protestant minority of Lower Canada, and 
Roman Catholic minority in Upper Canada, 
A promise, however, was made by Mr. Galt 
to the Bastera Townships, that before the 
final adoption of the Confederation scheme, 
provisions should be made to place the 
Protestants of Lower Canada in aa fayor- 


able a position as regards separate schools,

Wolding Sheep upon Vete hes. 


When yetches are grown upon poor soils, 
the most profitable way of using them is 
by folding sheep upon them. When sheep 
are turned in upon a piece of tares, a large 
portion of the food is trodden down and 
wasted, Cutting the vetches and putting 
them ito racks does not mend the matter, 
as much is still pulled and wasted, and the 
manure unequally clstei iy over the 
land. 'To avoid these evilshurdles with 
vertical spars betwixt alt fee sheep can 
reach head and neck, are nOW used, ‘Th 
are get up to the growing crop along a con- 
siderable stretch and shifted forward aa the 
sheep cat up what is within their reach, 
This requires the constant attention of the 
shepherd but the labor is repaid by the 
saving of the food, which being always 
fresh and clean does the sheep more good. 
A modification of this plan is to use the 
same kind of hurdles, but instead of shift- 
ing them as just described to mow a swath 
parallel to them and fork this forward 
within reach of the sheep as required, re- 
peating this as often during the day as is 
found necessary, and at night moving them 
up to the growing crop, so that the sheep 
may lie for the next 24 hours on the space 
which has yielded food for she past day. 
During the night they have such pickings 
as have been left on the recently-mown 
space and so much of the growing crop as 
they can get at through the spars. ‘There 
is less labor by this mode than the other, 
and in practice 1t hag done well, 

As apring sown yetches are in perfection 
ut the season when the pastures usually get

“1. One non-commissioned oficer states that 
he had been drinking in the canteen with two 
of the officers, If such was the habitin the 


battalion, it ls not surprising that the oillcers 


had no influence over the men under his com- 
mand ; for it is one which is certain to destroy 
all discipline. 

“9, Another evidence states that he was kept 
on sentry from six p. uo, on the 3rd until three 
a.m. next morning, that is to say for nine con- 
secutive hours. 

“3. Lt.-Col. Hawkes states in his evidence, as 
the reason of not being able to discover the men 
who fired their rifles on the night of the 3rd Ju- 
ly, that the rifles had been fired with blank am- 
munition on the morning of the Srd July, ‘That 
is to say, Lt.-Col. Hawkes allowed his men to 
return their rifles to the arm racks after firing 
without having cleaned them. This is most dis-

American Colonies, and it 19 also of vast 
importance to the inhabitangs of those 
colonies, a4 affecting their future life and 
the career of the colonics themselves, This 
iss question not merely of to-day, but it 
is one that for several years has been the 
subject of anxious thought and delibera- 
tion, In October, 1864, delegates from 
Canada, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward's Island 
inet at Quebec to consider this subject, aud 
they passed « long seriea of resolutions 
stating the terms and principles upon 
Which this measure could be carried out, 
Difficultics arose and delays intervened, 
and it is only a fortnight since we received 
what may be regarded as the last plece of 
documentary evidence of the feeling in fa~ 
yor of incorporation. We received, the 
redolutions of the Assembly of New Bruna- 
wick announcing their final adhesion to 
the scheme, and requesting the Government 
to dppoint delegates to confer npon the 
matter, On Saturday last the delegates of 
New Brunawick and Nova Scotia reached 
this country, and it was understood that 
they were to be followed in a few days by 
the Canadian deputies. This may seem to 
be & very lengthy and tedious mode of pro- 
cedure, but Dam bound to say, looking to 
the great magnitude of this question and. 
the many cletails involved in it, the great 
interest, both national and individual, miis- 
ec by this discussion, Iam not surprised at 
the delay, [am bound to.say further that _ 
the conclusion at which the colonies haye 
arnved (o have a great Confederation }ias 
not been arrived at without great sacrifice 
of personal and political feeling; but it 
has been arrived at by many of the lead: 
ing men in the colonies, and also by the 
local Governments, Under these circum» 
stances, I consider it ia the «luty of Her 
Majesty's Government not only to lend » 
respectful attention to the representations 
which these delegates may make os, but, 
if | may say so, tomeet them halfway, and 
to lacilitate the object they bayein view, 
so fur as their representations are in con» 
formity with the wishes of the colonies anc 
with the interests and policy of this coun- 
try. Of course, anything which can deepen 
and broaden the constitutional foundations of 
those great colonies and give life and strength

I think 
it would«not) be easy to make'a litter of 
common pigs dovas well, The reason that 
the half-bred Suffolks I bought do not 
thrive as well as thé Natives is undoubted- 
ly owing’ to’ their not ‘Having yootl feed 
while young. ‘The Natives will stand neg- 
lect and starvation better than a well-bred 
pig. But feed them well from the start, 
and the Iatter will thrive the best, The 
reason that s9 many persons get disgusted 
with thorough-bred stock is, that they do 
not feed high, The remark that “the breed 
goes in.at the mouth,’ is partly true, | No 
amount of breeding will enable an animal 
to make flesh out of air, or fat out of water: 
All that good breeding can really do is to 
leasen the amount of offal, and enable the 
animal to extract the largest amount of 
meat and fat from the food consumed, 
Harris's “Watks and Tatks.” 

SrRACNING BurTeRMILK,—-A dairy-wo- 
man writing to an exchange paper, recom- 
mends the straining of buttermilk as a 
matter of economy. She says:—Place a 
common wire sieve over a milk pail, and 
pour the buttermills into it; with a spoon 
move the strainings gently from one side 
of the sieve to the other, until the butter 
milk is drained off. What is left in the 
sieve is called false butter, and makes ex- 
cellent shortening. It there isa large dairy, 
and butter made during the season, the 
atrainings can be tried out, by placing them 
in an iron kettle the stoye, and sim- 
mering slowly until the sediment settles to 
the bottom. .Turn off the top. The oil 
thus obtained answers the same purpose as 
1 butter, in every department of cool 

besides it will do to fry cakes in, or 
oll cheese, &e. If a dairy-woman lias 
never been in the habit of straining the 
batrermilk, she will soon learn, by #0 doing, 
that it is quite a saving.

was in progress the Indians were told by 
the priest that a bell must be obtained,and 
they were ordered to collect furs sufficient 
to purchase one. The furs were collected, 
the money was sent to France, and the bell 
was bought and shipped for Canada; but 
the vessel which contained it was captured 
by an English cruiser and taken to Salem, 
Massachusetts. “The bell was afterwards 
purchased tor the church at Deerfield, The 
priest of St. Regis, having heard of its 
destination, excited the Indians to a gen- 
eral crusade for its recovery, They joined 
the expedition fitted out by the Governor 
against the New England Colonists, and 
proceeded through the then long, trackless 
wilderness, to Deerfield, which they attack- 
ed inthe night. The inhabitants, unsus- 
picious of danger, were aroused from sleep 
only to meet the tomabawk and scalping- 
knife or te savages. 
killed, and one hundre’d and twelve taken 
captive; among whom were Mr. Williams, 
the pastor, and family, Mrs, Williams be- 
ing at the time feeble, and not able to tray- 
ol with her husband and family, was killed 
by the Indians. Mr, Williams and @ part 
of his surviving family, afterwards returned 
to Deerfield, but the others remained with 
the Indians, and became connected with 
the tribe, 1e Rey, Elezear Williams, one 
ot the supposed descendants from this 
family, lis been mysteriously identified 
with the lost Dauphin of France.

After the Harvest, 

‘The harvest is nearly ended, and with its 
closing another variety so to speak, of farm 
Jabor approaches. But it will be & season 
of more leisure and less anxiety. It is one 
of the greatest beauties and advantages of 
i furmer’s life that his work is -varied with 
the seasons, nnd in the change he finds re- 
Jnxations and refreshment, 

The work of most immediate importance 
is the preparation for all seeding. If this 
isto be done on the summer, fallow that 
requires immediate and thorough cultiva- 
tion, for it has probably been neglectled for 
some weeks past, It may not require 
ploughing—most likely it does not—but it 
needs surface cultivation ; enough to kill 
the weeds and mellow the soil, It would 
be a bad mistake to plough and tura the 
undecayed turf tothe surface. ‘The second 
ploughing should not be floished until 
about the first of September; but, mean- 
time, the gang plough and cultivator should 
keep the surface of the fallow. in such con- 
dition that it will not. need the ploughing 
until that period. If the sowing is to be 
made on stubble ground, stock, especially 
sheep, should be turned on it to break down 
the stubble and pick it clean, the coarse 
manure, if any is to be used, hauled on and 
sprend eyenly, and the ploughing (done as 
soon as possible: An early , ploughing: of 
stubble that is to: be sown is very essential ; 
it gives the farmer part of the advantages 
of a fallow, in that a crop of weeds, will 
spring up and be destroyed | by later culti- 
yation. Once ploughing dnd good surface 
cultivation are the’ Best, inasmuch as they 
prepare a fresh soil.for the soWn crop to 
startin. It is, likewise, a valuable opera- 
tion for the crops to ie sown, to expose the 
soil to the air and-work it somewhat be- 
fore the seed is put in, Any observant 
farmer who has worked a loam or clay soil, 
knows the difference between a freshly 
ploughed field and one that has been ex- 
posed for a couple of weeks and well work- 
ed on the surface, 

It is not too late after the harvest to ben- 
efit backward potatocy by using the shovel 
plougli, “Tt would pay well, too, for a farm- 
er to pull out large weeds in the early plant- 
¢d ones, and likewise: go through) the corn 
fleld and clean out the »thistles.end areas: 
Thorough destruction of weeds in the hoed 
crops isone of the best positions the farmer 
can take in his war against these robbers.

A Cheap Smoke House, 


No farmer should be without a amoke 
liouse, and such a one as will be fire proot 
and tolerably secure from thieves. Fifty 
hans can be smoked at one time ina smoke 
house eight feet square, Mine is six'by 
seyén, and is large enough for most farmers, 
I first dug all the ground out below where 
the frost would reach, and filled it up to 
the surface with small stones,’ On this T 
laid my brick floor, in lime mortar, The 
walla are brick, cigbt inches thick ,and 
seyen feet high, with a door on one side 
two feet wide. Tlie door should be made 
of wood and lined with sheet iron, For 
the top I put on joists two by four, set up 
edge wise, and eight and a half from cen- 
tre to centré, covered with brick, and put 
on a heayy coat of mortar, I built d small 
chimney on the top in the centre, arching 
it over, and covering it with a shingle roof 
in the usual way, Awarch should bebuilt 
on the outside, with a small ‘iron door to 
shut it, similar to na stove door, with a hole 
from the arch throngh tho wallof theamoke 
house, and an iron grate oyer it. This ia 
much more convenient and better to put 
the fire in, than to build a fire inside the 
smoke houge, and tho chimbey causes « 
draft through into the smoke house. | Good 
corn cobs or hickory wood are the best ma- 
torials tomaké asmoke for'him, Tlie Coat 
of such a smoke housé ast have been de- 
scribed is about $20.
